LUCK AND ILL-LUCK. 


Apoct the end of the year 1749, two vehicles 
were rolling rapidly, one close after the other, 
on the road from Paris to Versailles. The tore- 
most was the coche public, which contained 
only one passenger, M. Pigafet, a man of much 
yeril; the other, a brilliant equ:psge, drawn by 
two superb and vigorous horses, drove towards 
the dwelling of power, conveying thither 
Comte de M , a nobleman renowned through- 
out Europe for his talents, his opulence, and 
his singular adventures. The noble coursers 
were on the point of passing, and leaving far be- 
hind them the poor hacks of the publ.c coich— 
when the wheels knocked together; and the 
shock was so violent, that the public vehicle, 
its conducteur, its horses, and its solitary pass-n- 
ger, were roll-d pell-mell into the middle of the 
road, M. Pigafet, in his fall, dislocated his 
right hand; Comte deM , who was naturally 
a good and feeling man, made him all the 
apologies possible, expressed his sincere r gret, 
and offered him a place in his carriage to finish 
his journey. The driver was recompensed for his 
misadventure; and, as soon as they arrived at 
Versailles, the Comte sent for a surgeon, who 
dressed M. Pigafet’s hand. Pigafet, touched 
by the constant attentions of his new host, and 
with the chagrin which | he seemed to feel for 
being the cause of this trifling accident, thought 

“ft incumbent on him to relieve his conscience, 
and assured the Cumte that the clash of the two 
vehicles was not to be attributed either to the res- 
tiveness of the horses, or the maladresse of the 
driver—but to the pertinacity of his own evil 
destiny, which had always placed a ditch be- 
tween him and the object at which he aimed—a 
rock ahead at the mouth of every harbour he 
tried to enter. “My journey to Versailles was to 
destroy or realize a great hope,” said he: ‘1 
had just arrived at the object, and I am rolled in 
the ditch. 1! ought to have expected as much— 
ali is as it should be; and it really is more honour 
than l am sccustomeid to, to see a noble Comte 
an the number of the causes of my thousand- 
and.one catastrophes. Once, a curst lap-dog 
made me lose the object of my affections—a 
bon-mot closed the doors of the Academy upon 
me, perhaps, for ever—and a contempuble in- 
sect, I may say, hurled me froma throne.” 

Comte de M » astonished at this speech, 

looked steadily at M. Pigatet, he, nevertheless, 
appeared to speak with calmness and sincerity. 
His look was tranquil and un‘listurbed; in fact, 
he shewed no symptoms of being out of his 
mind. His host, whose curiosity had been 
strongly excited, again expressed all the inte- 
rest he took in his t.te, sought to dissuade him 
from drawing such sinister presages from his lite 
accident, and concluded by requesting to be fn- 
formed on the subject of those surprising adven- 
tures, of which he appeared to be the victim. 
+ M. Pigatet, as may be conjectured from his 
prea nble, was as much disposed to speak as the 
Comte to hear, and did not wait to be asked 
twice. “1 was born in Paris,” said he; “my 
father, an honest but theorizing man, had disco- 
vered in me some apiitude for intellectual la- 
bours, and thought he was provicling for my fu- 
ture welfare in setting me to acquire, all at 
once, superficial information in a great number 
of arts and sciences—being persuaded that an 
acquaintance with these different branches of 
knowledge would qualify me to choose a path 
suited to my genius and my abilitics.

1 had 
acquired some reputation al the bar, when I was 
calied on to plead at the Chatelet, ina caus, of 
the justice of which | was perfectly convinced. 
My antagonist, a man of the name of Bernard— 
as mere a blunderer as ever existed, but who 
contrived to conc. al his ignorance and fatuity 
under a f.lse air of modesty—pronounced, ina 
stammering way, a very bad pleading, which, 
nevertheless, was the production of some one 
else. His voice lowered so much during the 
course of reading, that not a word was heard at 
the end; and a buzz of private conversation got 
up among the public, in the hall, and even on 
the bench. I spoke in my turn, and was heard 
with the greatest attention: but in the heat of 
delivery, a vehement gesture which I made, de- 
ranged my wig, and gave me so groiesque an 
appearance, that an universal laugh burst from 
all quarters, which was augmented by the un- 
lucky efforts | made to repair the disorder in my 
legal be dress. L not ouly lost my cause, but 
every time that f apoeared at the bar the same 
laush awaited me on my occupying the tribune. 
Bost my c wrage, and quitted a career ia which 
an equivocal gesture is sufficrent to compromise 
the nghts of tre widow ant the orphan, 

*Piysical an | moral inquiries into the nature 
of man had siways great attractions for me; I 
was acquainted with some branches of natural 
science, andthe medical system then in fash.on 
scemed to me suae pills of important am: lio- 
rations. |! devoted myself to medicine with ar- 
cour: | compared Hippocrates, Galen, and Avi- 
cenna with the moderns, and fancie.t | perceived 
that the sublime science bad degencra'ed, by 
losing its simplicity in the hands of doctors of 
the bolus, and elixir, I had the courage 
to combat} inflammatory diseases by water, 











regimen, and bleeding; 1 even dared to pro- 
scribe Jesuit’s bark, which then fwas in the 
height of its popularity. I obtained numberless 
enemies among spothecaries, wine merchants, 
and my brother physicians; but proud of the 
unexpected success, which every day awaited 
my exertions, I boldly pursued my course. Being 
called one day to consult with a physic an newly 
admitted, I recognized in tim Bernard, my old 
antagonist at the bar. He also had become a 
doctor: and differing with me as to the minner 
of treating our patient, he deciared him a dead 
man if T managed him accor ling to my system. 
The patient, |! owever, confide! in me, in which 
he did right, for he was specdily growing con 
val-scent; when, having taken some grapes by 
my direction, a cursed grape-stone stuck in his 
ewsophagus, and occasione! such violent efforts 
in his attempts to get rd of it, that it induced 
apoplexy, and he died suddenly to the great 
jy of Bernard, who boasted every where of his 
pre.tiction, and prated about what he called the 
fatal effects of my system. My reputation suf- 
fered, and his increased. In the wine-roomsand 
the apothecaries’ shops, the clamours against me 
reloubled. Jt wasin vainthat I proved that the 
unlucky grape-stone alone had destroyed the 
beneficent effects of my care—nobody woul 
listen to me. Vo ald tomy misfortunes, Gil 
Blas appeared about the same time, and it 
was thought that Dr. Sangrado was drawn for 
me. Every body gave me the nick-name, and 
ril cule finished what iil-luck had begun. Tost 
all credit—anl with me, I scruple not to say, 
the rising ed fice of the real art of curing d.sor- 
ders fell to the ground. 

* A nick-name in France often hurts more 
than a bad action. The wound inflicted by the 
weapon of ridicule is only to be cicatrized under 
other skies, andin different cl.mates. I realised 
my little fortune, and resolving to speculate 
upon it, T became a voluntary exile from my 
Jeering country. 

** Com nerce, the link of aations, the psrent 
of civilization, the perpetual source from which 
wll the blessings and luxuries of life are supplied, 
is, to a thinking man, an object worthy of the 
most profound meditation. In apite of the con- 
tempt which little people, with great airs, or 
great names, affect to feel forjit, it is, said }, te 
extend or protect commerce that all wars are 
undertaken, that kings risk the security of their 
thrones, and shed the blood even of their no- 
bles; that diplomacy supplies all the resources 
of genius and cunning; that the useful arts are 
pertecte!, and that an external correspondence 
of emulation and activity is kept up in all the 
civilized workl, I became a merc'ant: I estab- 
lished myself in the West-Indies, to which I im- 
ported the productions of French manufacturers, 
and sent back to France in return trans-atlantic 
commodities, always excepting Jesuit’s bark: 
for, superior to Coriolanus, | did not wish to in- 
jure my ungra‘eful compatriots. My commercial 
transactions prospered beyond my expectat ons; 
and in a few years, my funds having increased 
tenfold, permitted me to revis.t, with a large 
fortune honouradly acquired, the dear spot 
where [ was born, and to brave the jokes aad 
nick-names of my old rivals. With the hope of 
making a still more considerable addition to my 
fortune, I employed the greatest part of my 
capital in the purchase of India stuff:, then very 
fashionable in Paris, and embarked immediately 
for France, with my mind full of the most flat- 
tering projects of tuture happiness. The voy- 
age was prosperous: but on disembarking 1 
found that almost all my goods had been pierced 
and gnawed threugh by a little worm which 
had got into the bales. I was ruined. The next 
day another ship, freighted by that same Ber- 
nard, who seemed destined to pursue me every 
where, arrived with a cargo of the seme stufls— 
he had the market to himself, and for the third 
time he profited by my disaster. 

“Despair seized on me. A Russian general, 
with whom I had returned from the West Indies, 
advised travelling to rally my spirits, and propo. 
sed to me to accompany him into his own coun- 
try, where, he said, I could not fail to obtain an 
advantageous employment from my _ varied 
knowledge, and the protection which, st that 
time, the Russian government held out to the 
French. I accepted his proposal, and set out 
for St. Petersburg, where 1 soon became ac- 
quainted with the most powerful men of the 
court. [asked tor a professorship—a seat in 
the judicature—or a place in the administration;

‘The work 
was forbidden, and the author was in no small 
danger of being sent to the Bivetre or the Bus- 
ille, Tstill, however, panted after glory; and 
not being able to be a great physician or a grec at 
general, L wished, at all events, to have my name 
inscribed on the list of the forty immortals—and I 
wrote atragedy. By means of muc! care and 
trouble, T had it performed; but a wit of the 
parterre damned it in the third scene by a joke; 
avery good joke, I confess, but not at all con- 
clusive as to the merits of the piece. In the 
mean time, Bernard, having returned tu Paris, 
modes'ly enjoyed there the high reputation of 
a warror, a lawgiver, and a ph losophical tra- 
veller. ‘Thinking to repair, as much as possible, 
my theatrical failure, I endeavoured to bring to- 
gether some people of fashion, and many of the 
literati, to hear my play read. An opera dancer, 
who wa: protected by Bernard, give, on the 
same day, a grand souper; all the literati were 
engaged to it; and I had no other auditors but 
some young dances, and some old rakes of the 
Regency, who listened to me with affected gri- 
maces, yawning, or dosing, anc! ratified the de- 
cree of the public by pronouncing unanimously 
my play detestable. I was not discouraged:and 
an epic poem was the fruit of this poetical resig- 
nation. No bookseller would print it. my repu- 
tation had preceded me; and, on going out of 
one of their shops, IL learned that Bernard had 
been just named a member of the Acedemy— 
for admission into which illustrious body he of- 
fered no other tille than that of having compo- 
sed a quatrain in honour of that high and hind. 
some lady, whom Maria-Theresa had called her 
friend and good cousin (Madame de Pompa- 
dour.) 

“After having exercised all employments, 
with some talent, and much honesty, I began to 
think that intriguing mediocrity has the best 
chance of success. A man of this class has 
gathered the fruit of all my talents—all my toils 
inthe four quarters of the globe. I was growing 
old, and felt the necessity of securing my future 
prospects. It was, however, with some pain that 
I decided en falling into the common track. 
Soliciting for place, 1 frequented the anti-cham. 
bers of the great; I wote petitions to them, and 
bouquets-a-Chloris for their mistresses. I made 
friends in the newspapers, in the publ c offices 
—even in the king’s garde-robe. Finally, I ol 
tained zealous patrons, and all the necessary 
steps to obtain the employment which I solicit- 
ed were made. The road to the court was 
opened, and I had nothing to do but to present 
my petition to the king: itis only natural that 
the hand which was to have presented it should 
be struck powerless all at once. I foresaw my 
fate, and donot complain. The clashing of our 
vehicles has overturned with me, in the middle 
of the wsy, the result of all my assiduity with 
the great, and my verses to Chloris; but for 
once, my ill-luck be praised! It would have 
been too painful a reflection, that the only 
blameable action of my life should be the only 
one attended with success.

CHINESE BARBERS AND TAILORS, 

Pekin, the metropolis of China, is erected on 
a very fertile plain, not far south of the Gzeat 
Wall, in the most salubrious part of China, 
abounding with corn, fruits, herbs, and roots, 
and all the necessaries and comforts of life, ex. 
cept that of tea, none of which grows in that 
province. The streets are always crowded, 
though Chinese women never appear in themy 
except in covered seats and chairs. The reason 


| of this crowding is, that all provisions are brought 


thither by land carriages, no river or canal coms 
ing within three miles of the city, which ocea- 
sions the streets to be filled with carts, camelsy 
horses, and other beasts of burden, with theif 
drivers, insomuch that it is difficult to passthrough 
the gates in the morning or evening. The arti- 
ficers also contribute to increase the crowd, a@ 
they work in the house of those who empl 
them, and are perpetually looking out for busi- 
ness. Barbers go about ringing bells to get cus- 
tomers. ‘They carry vith them a stool, basing 
towel, pot, and fire, and when any persons calls 
to them, they run up to him, and placing their 
stool in a convenient place in the street they 
shave the head, clean the ears, put the eyebrows 
in order, and brush the shoulders, all for the 
value of a Jittle more than a halfpenny.—They 
ring their bell again and are ready for another 
customer. The tailors who ply in the streets 
go home to the houses of their customers, and 
do their work there. They do not use thimbles, 
as ours do, but tie a rag upon their fingers; nor 
do they sit down to their work, but sew stand- 
ing, except when they grow tired. The work 
is upon the table, and they stand close to it, 
The motley crowd busied in their several oceu- 
pations, cause a vast confusion; while jugglers, 
ballad-singers, and nostrum mongers, are encite 
cled by their respective mobs.

A dozen, at least, of stout Liddes- 
dale yeomen with whom he has been acquainted, 
and whose hospitality he has shared in his ram- 
bles through that wild country, at a time when 
it was totally inaccessible save in the manner 
described in the text, might lay claim to the 
prototype of the rough, but faithful, hospitable, 
and generous farmer. But one circumstance 
occasioned the name to be fixed upon a most 
respectable individual of this class, now no more. 
Mr. James Davidson, of Hindlee, a tenant of 
Lord Douglas, besides the points of blunt hones- 
ty, personal strength, and hardihood, designed 
to be expressed in the character of Dandie Din- 
mont, had the humour of naming a celebrated 
race of terriers which he possessed, by the ge- 
neric names of Mustard and Pepper, (according 
as their colour was yellow or greyish-black,) 
without any other individual distinction, except 
as according to the nomenclature in the text. 
Mr. Davidson resjded at Hindlee, a wild farm, 
on the very edge of the Teviotdale mountains, 
and bordering close on Liddesdale, where the 
rivers and brooks divide as they take their course 
to the Eastern and Western seas. His passion 
for the chase, in all its forms, but especially for 
fox-hunting, as followed in the fashion described 
in the next chapter, in conducting which he was 
skilful beyond most men in the South Highlands, 
was the distinguishing point in his character. 

When the tale on which these comments are 
written became rather popular, the name of 
Dandie Dinmont was generally given to him, 
which Mr. Davidson received with great good- 
humour, only saying, while he distinguished the 
author by the name applied to him im the coun- 
try, where his own is so common—* that the 
Sheriff had not written mair ubout him than about 
other folk, but only about his dogs.’? An English 
iady of high rank and fashion being desirous to 
possess a brace of the celebrated Mustard and 
Pepper te expressed her wishes ina letter, 
which was lly addressed to Dandie Din- 
mont, under which very general direction it 
reached Mr. Davidson, who was justly proud of 
the application, and failed not to comply with a 
request which did him and his favorite attendants 
so much honour. 

I trust I shall not be considered as offending 
the meimory of a kind and worthy man, if I men- 
tion a little trait of character which occurred in 
Mr. Davidson’s last illness. I use the words of 
the excellent clergyman who attended him, who 
gave the account to a Reverend Gentleman of 
the same persuasion:— 

“fi mn 4 Mr. Davidson the very suitable 
and interesting truths you addressed to him. He 
listened to them with great seriousness, and has 
uniformly displayed a deep concern about his 
soul’s salvation. He died on the first Sabbath 
of the year, (1820;) an apoplectic stroke depri- 
ved him in an instant of all sensation, but hap- 
pily his brother was at his bed-side, for he had 
detained him from the meeting-house that day 
to be near him, altough he felt himself not much 
worse than usual. So you have got the last lit- 
tle Mustard that the hand of Dandie Dinmont 
bestowed. 

‘* His ruling passion was strong even on the 
eve of death. Mr. Baillie’s fox-hounds had 
started a fox opposite to his windows a few 
weeks ago, and as soon as he heard the sound 
of the dogs, his eyes glistened; he insisted on get- 
ting out of bed, and with much difficulty got to 
the windows, and there enjoyed the fun, as he 
called it. When I came down to ask for him, 
le said, ‘he had seen Reynard, but had not 
seen lis death. If it had been the will of Pro- 
vidence,” he added, ‘ I would have liked to have 
been afier him; but I am glad that I got to the 
window, and am thankful for what | saw, for it 
has done me a great deal of good.’ Notwith- 
standing these eccentricities, (adds the sensible 
and liberal clergyman,) I sincerely hope and 
believe he has gone to a better world, and bet- 
ter company and enjoyments,’’ 

If some part of this little narrative may excite 
a smile, itis one which is consistent with the 
most perfect respect for the simple-ininded inva- 
lid, and his kind and judicious religious instruc- 
tor, who, we hope, will not be displeased with 
our giving, We trust, a correct edition of ananec- 
dote whch has been pretty generally cireula- 
ted. Therace of Pepper and Mustard are in 
the heighest estimation at this day, not only for 
vermin-killing, but for intelligence and tideli- 
ty.

The coast on the Gulf, between the bays 
of Tampa and Appalachie, cannot be approach- 
ed by vessels drawing more than five feet. The 
ridge of the Peninsula is at a mean elevation of 
160 feet above the ocean, and possesses no sour- 
ces of water from which so large a canal could 
be supplied.

this route it is supposed that the natural reser- 
voirs of water would supply a suflicient quantity 
to feed a canal of this description. 
about seventy-eight miles in length from the 
fork of Black Creek to the mouth of Santa Fe, 
would connect the St. John’s, entering the At- 
lantic, with the Suwannee, discharging itseif 
into the Gulf of Mexico. ‘ihe Suwannee, how- 
ever, being much obstructed at its mouth, and 
having no harbor, it would be necessary to con- 
tinue the canal from the Santa Fe to the harbor 
of St. Mark. The whole length of the canal 
from tide water in Black Creek to tide water in 
St. Mark’s river would be one hundred and sixty- 
eight miles, and the ascent and descent together 
two hundred and twenty -live feet. 

3d. To provide for an uninterrupted inland na- 
vigation parallel to the coast, from the Chesa- 
peake to the head of St. John’s river, it would 
be necessary to open a sloop canal from the 
harbor of St. Mary’s to St. John. 

4th. From St. Mark to Lake Pontchartrain 
the coasting navigation would be rendered safe 
and commodious by the execution of the follow- 
ing projects:—Ist. A cana! along Crooked creek 
connecting Ocklockony river with St. George’s 
Sound, and by consequence the Appalachicola 
with St. Mark. 2dly. The cleaning and deepen- 
ing of the Santa Rosa Sound. 3dly. A canal 
from the bay of Pensacola to that of Mobile.— 
dthly. The deepening of the Pass Au Heron be- 
tween the eastern point of Dauphin Island and 
the Maine. 

5th. Lake Pontchartrain may be connected 
with the Mississippi by a canal which has been 
projected at New Orleans, and by the Bayou 
Manchac, or Iberville, which has been closed 
up ever since 1826, in consequence of overflow- 
ing its banks. This mischief might be prevented 
by dikes, and the re-opening of this Bayou would 
assist the discharge of the waters of the Missis- 
sippi in time of freshets.’’

We may, in all probability, yet publish some 
further particulars, with the permission of 
the possessor, relative to dates and locali- 
ties, as the long residence of Locke in this 
country will render any anecdote of him in- 
teresting to the inhabitants of Essex. It ap- 
pears that he died at Oates, suddenly, in his 
chair, on the festival of SS. Simon and Jude, 
in 1704, in his 73d year, while Lady Ma- 
sham was reading to him, and that he was 
buried in the church of High Laver, in this 
county.”

although worms may be fed from the leaves 





of other trees, yet the fullest experience 
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hae watiofied ali who have attempted it ateat 
no tree is in any respect equal to it. Some 


writers advise the planting of the male moaul- 
berry exclusively, as the glutinous substance 
of the berries in the female is apt to injure 
ithe health of the worms. The trees should 
not be planted in marshy grounds, because 
they will be unhealthy in such situation— 
nor beside roads, where the leaves will be- 
come coated with dirt, and of course un- 
healthy food for the worms. Sunny expo- 
sures and declivities screened by woods and 
groves should if possible be collected. The 
trees may be cultivated —1st, from the seed, 
of which one pound will yreld 300,000 trees; 
or 2d, from roots; 3d, from layers; 4th, from 
cuttings. The only use of grafting is, when 
some very fine kinds of trees are discover-

THE EXECUTIONS.—In accordance with 


the sentence of the Court, the miserable convicts 
Richard Johnson and Catherine Cashiere, yes- 
terday paid the penalty of the offended laws of 
their country on the scaffold. At an early hour, 
an unmense concourse of spectators assembled 
inthe neighbourhood of the Bridewell to see 
two of their fellow-beings brought forth for 
execution, and by the time the condemned cul- 
prits were about to be removed from the prison, 
it was almost impossible to penetrate the crowd. 
At eight o'clock precisely, the prisoners were 
brought out and placed in separate carriages; 
Johnson being attended by the Rev. Mr. Dun- 
bar, Mr. Jacob Hays, the High Constable, and 
Mr. Roome, keeper of the Debtor’s Prison. 
Cashiere was accompanied by her mother, the 
Rev. Mr. Miller, a colored Clergyman, and one 
of the Deputy Sheriffs. At a quarter past eight 
the procession left the jail, headed by Mr. Shaw, 
the High Sheriff, and his Deputies, under an es- 
cort ofa troop of horse. They proceeded to 
the Penitentiary at Bellevue, where a steamboat 
was mn waiting, in’ which they embarked for 
Blackwell’s Island, where the gallows was 
erected. On their way to the Island, Cashiere 
was clad in the hab:liments usual on such ocea- 
sious, but Johnson was permitted, at his own re- 
quest, to retain his ordinary apparel, with the 
exception of the cap. On reaching the gallows, 
the customary preliminaries being arranged, 
Johnson ascended the scaffold with a firm step, 
and was followed by Cashiere, who, we under- 
stand, was very much overcome. The signal 
was soon afer given, and these miserable beings 
were launched into eternity.

THE EXECUTIONS.—The last awful sen- 
tence of the law was yesterday carried into effect 
upon the persons of Richard Johnson and Catha- 
tine Cashere. Asearly as 6 or 7 o'clock per- 
sons began to collect im considerable numbers 
around the Bridewell, where the unhappy con- 
victs were imprisoned, and before they were re- 
moved the concourse had become immense.— 
About half past 7 o'clock, the Rev. Mr. Dunbar, 
pastor of the Vandam street Church, entered the 
cell of Johnson, and used every endeavor to pre~ 
pare his mind for the dreadful fate which awaite 
edhim. Two coloured clergymen, named Thee- 
dore S. Wright and William P. Quinn, attended 
upon Catharine Cashiere. A little before 3 
o'clock, the eldest daughter of the late Mes, 
Newman had an interview with Johnson, the 
particulars of which we are unable to state. 
About half past 8 o'clock, on the arrival of

It was the intention of the authorities to have 
left the Bridewell with such rapidity as to pré- 
vent the rabble from keeping pace with the ca- 
valeade; but the delay which had been occasion. 
ed by waiting for the troop, afforded time for 
such number to congregate, that it was with some 
diticulty the procession could advance. At 9 
o'clock it reached the Penitentiary, where, at 
the wharf, a steam boat was in watting, which 
had been chartered for the occasion. After the 
lapse of ten mmutes, the criminals had embark- 
ed, and the boat was under way. 

It may be proper here to say a word concern. 
ing the conduct of the prisoners. From an early 
hour in the morning, Johnson seemed inclined 
to be jocose, and when the person who attended 
him in the Bridewell carried him food, he said, 
‘* what is the use to bring me this? It will only 
make more weight for the rope.’ As the boat 
continued up the river, he made several ob- 
servations of a very unbecoming and improper 
character. He at one time observed that the 
whole excursion seemed to him like a Lafayette 
frolic. His language, as he approached the end 
of his journey, was of such a description that 
Mr. Roome more than once entreated him to 
The woman as she passed the Peniten- 
tiary buildings, pointed to them and observed—- 
‘“that place was my ruin. To it I owe my 
present situation. I wassent tothe Penitentiary 
many years ago, when I was quite a child, for 
some jrifling offence, and the depravity I there 
learned, has been the means of ny appearing in 
this character.’’ “Yes,’’ said her mother, ‘‘from 
the hour she was taken from me and coniined in 
that place, I have never had any control over 
her. It was her ruin.’’ 

At twenty minutes of ten, the Steamboat 
had reached its destination. Johnson appeared 
the same. There was the same apathy and cold- 
ness of manners that had been visible from the 
moment of his condemnation. He viewed the 
scenery, remarked upon its beauty, and nade 
several observations upon passing occurrences. 
The fatal spot on which the gallows was erect- 
ed, attracted his attention, but there was more of 
curiosity in his gaze, than any feeling of dread. 
Before he left the Steamboat, the Reverend 
Gentlemen joined in prayer, and at its conclu- 
sion sung ahymn. In this hymn, Johnson, to- 
wards its conclusion, joined, but apparently with 
very little feeling. When the Sheritf intimated 
that the time was at hand for leaving the boat,. 
Johnson coolly removed hia cravat, and bared. 
his neck for the halter. 

As the Deputy Sheriff placed the rope arrowed 
the neck of the woman, she exclaimed, “Oh 
God have I come to this!’’ and with some diffi- 
culty was prevented from fainting. She, how- 
ever, received the parting kiss from her mother, 
and departed with Johnson to the place of exe- 
cution, 

The gallows was erected on a knoll at the 
extremity of the Island, and could be seen at a 
considerable distance. Four or five steam boats, 
crowded with passengers, were cruising to and 
fro; and some two or three hundred small 
boats, equal!y filled, lined the shore. The whole 
number of persons who resorted to witness the 
awful scene, was estimated at four or five 
thousand. 

At 11 o’clock the prisoners arrived at the 
scaffold, and the attending clergymen, for the 
last time, urged upon them the necessity of re- 
pentance, and a reliance upon the merits of the 
Redeemer. Johnson, however, appeared per- 
fectly at ease, and as far as we could learn, did 
not relinquish entirely the hope of a reprieve, 
till he found himself in the agonies of dissolu- 
tion. He had been informed, he said, that the 
Governor had arrived in the city, and that the 
whole proceeding was only intended for effect, 
leaving him to be pardoned at the last moment. 
Mr. Dunbar earnestly enforced upon him the 
folly of such a belief; and used every endeavour 
to remove the delusive impression. 

The awful moment at length arrived; the 
friends of the criminals bade them a last fare- 
well; and the Sheriffs ascended the scaffold. 
Johnson walked up the steps with a firmness 
and self-possession deserving a better cause, 
and his companion was led up and placed under 
the fatal beam. The Sheriff adjusted the rope 
around the neck of Johnson, while Mr. Lowndes 
performed the same office for the unhappy fe- 
male. Caps were drawn over their faces; the 
Sheriff ’s descended—in the twinkling of an eye 
the drop fell, and they were launched into eter- 
nity. The woman appeared to have died instant- 
ly; but Johnson, for four or five minutes seemed 
violently convulsed. After the bodies had re- 
mained suspended about three quarters of an 
hour, they were lowered into their coffins, and 
taken to the Alms House, from whence they 
will be delivered to their friends for burial. 

During the whole proceeding, the conduct of 
the Sheriff was highly praiseworthy, and through 
his excellent arrangements, aided by the High 
Constable, the utmost decorum was observed. 

We regret to add that several accidents oc- 
curred among the boats—two having been up- 
set within our own observation, and al! on 
board emptied into the river. A third boat’s 
company, with one or two exceptions, were 
equally unfortunate. But, providentially, through 
the assistance of other boats, no lives were lost 
in these cases—though it is rumored that in 
another, from six to twelve persons were drown- 
ed! We have taken some pains to ascertain 
the character of this report, but without suc- 
cess. ‘The disasters above mentioned would be 
sufficient to account for the rumor, end we 
cannot but hope that it will prove unfounded,
